V Christ is the Son of God in His Divine Nature Attribute (DNA) of Holiness (v.4a). [2Cor. 5:21; IPet. 
2:22; 1 John 3:5; 2Pet. 1:3-4] 

V Christ rose from the dead (v.4b) [ICor. 15:17-22; IPet. 1:3-4; Rom. 6:3-5]

3. “. . .for obedience to the faith . . . ”

b. The Faith places a demand of obedience on every man [See Gal. 3:1]. What does it mean to be 
obedient to the faithl [Acts 6:7; Col. 2:6-8] 

c. How can we, by the grace of God, make men obedient to the faith? [See first, John 14:15, then Acts 
26:19; (Acts 6:7a; Rom 16:25-26)] 

4. “... anions all nations . for His name ” 

What is the scope and object of our apostleship, and how does this open up our minds and enlarge our 
hearts as we seek to live for Jesus? [Matt. 28:18-20; Luke 24:46-49 (Acts 1:8)] 


CONCLUDING REMARKS 


God is calling us, individually and jointly, unto a greater level of OBEDIENCE TO JESUS CHRIST, of Whom 
is the Faith and by Whom is the Faith. This obedience can only flow from a personal, whole-hearted, self- 






surrendering, supreme, and flaming LOVE FOR JESUS, in view of Who He is to us, and what He has done for 
us. We clearly see and hear Jesus at this time saying “If ye love Me, keep My commandments [obey Me]” [John 
14:15, & v. 23 also]. 

Can anyone, who claims to supremely love Jesus and seeks to obey Him lose sight of the very heart-beat of 
Christ and the purpose for which God became man, suffered, died, and rose again ? The Lord has given us 
“ grace and apostleship” and He is set to equip, prepare, and perfect us for the work of the ministry, for the 
edifying of the body of Christ.

STUDY 2:THE CHRISTIAN FAITH [1] 


TEXTS: ICor. 15:1-8 

MEMORY VERSE: “By Whom we have received grace and apostleship for obedience to the faith among all 
nations, for His name” (Rom. 1:5) 


INTRODUCTION 


In our last study, we briefly looked at what the faith is and we noted that the faith is the Life of Christ that we live 
[Gal. 2:20] and the Gospel of Christ that we_ preach [Gal. 1:23], being the sum of all the truth concerning Jesus 
Christ, as revealed in the Holy Scripture and as testified by eyewitnesses of His majesty [ICor. 15:1-8]. 

The Christian Faith is a mystery. Neither Jewish Persecution nor Pagan Hostility nor Popish Inquisition nor Papal 
Tyranny nor Communist Cruelty nor Islamic Terror nor Babylonish Culture could quench the living flame of this 
TRIUMPHANT faith. The faith is “living still in spite of dungeon, fire and sword”. Amen. 

OBJECTIVE OF STUDY 

This study seeks to direct our hearts to what was in the heart of God from the beginning concerning the faith of 
His Son Jesus Christ . We trust the Holy Spirit to grant us an in-road into the heart of God as He gives us a deeper 
life-transforming understanding of the faith. May we be thus quickened to live the faith and “preach it as love 
knows how” in Jesus Christ’s name. Amen. 


STUDY POINTS 


1. BIBLICAL FOUNDATION OF THE CHRISTIAN FAITH [ICor. 15:3b, 4b] 

THE BIBLE IS the inspired and written word of God and the Christian Faith is properly called the Bible Faith. 
From the following scriptures, BRIEFLY SEE the authenticity, infallibility and the absolute and final authority of 
all scripture as God’s all-time, all-essential, and all-sufficient life-manual applicable for all times, and upon which 
the Christian Faith is forever founded. [2Tim 3:15-17; 2Pet 1:20-21; Matt 5:17-18] 


NOTE: THE HOLY SPIRIT is the Giver of revelation, understanding and interpretation of all scriptures [See 
Jn. 14:26, 16:13-14; ICor. 2-10-16]. If you attempt the Bible without Him, you are likely to err [See Matt. 22:29 
and 2Pet. 3:15-17]. However, He guides into all truth, those who sincerely seek God [Acts 8:26-39] 







WHAT THE CHRISTIAN FAITH IS NOT 


THE CHRISTIAN FAITH is NOT a religion of rules and rituals. It is NEITHER philosophy NOR traditions of 
men. It is NOT even mere Bible Knowledge! [See Mark 7:5-9; Col. 2:8, 20-23] 


THE FAITH is THE WAY OF JESUS which we must walk and follow ; THE TRUTH OF JESUS that makes 
free, which we must leam and obey and then proclaim ; and THE LIFE OF JESUS we must live and impart [Jn. 
14:6], 

Let us first look at the truth of the Christian faith in what follows: 

2. THE GOSPEL TRUTH AND ITS LIFE-TRANSFORMING IMPLICATIONS 

THE BIBLE FAITH consists in the complete saving work of Jesus Christ. HOW DOES THE FOLLOWING 
GOSPEL TRUTH TRANSFORMS anyone who encounters Jesus Christ? 

a. Christ is born of a virgin and He is the Only Begotten Son of God [{Luke 1:31-35}; Jn. 3:16; 1:12-13; lJn. 
5:5] 

b. Christ suffered for us in the flesh and shed His blood for us. [Isa. 52:14, 53:3-5]; [Jn. 19:34,37; Heb. 9:13- 
14; 10:19-22;] 

Jesus... suffered without the gate. [Heb 13:12-13] What does this signify to all who will follow Jesus? 

c. Christ died for our sins according to the scriptures 

His kind of death is “ death of the cross ” (Phil. 2:8). What does this signify and how can we partake of the 
blessedness of this provision? [Gal. 3:13-14; Rom. 6:1-3, 6-8] 

d. Christ was buried and rose again the third day according to the scriptures [Rom. 6:4-5,13; Col. 3: 1-4] 

e. Christ ascended into heaven and He is at the right hand of God, and ever lives to make intercession for us. 
[Rom. 8:34; Heb. 7:25; 9:24] 

f. Christ fulfilled His promise in sending the Holy Ghost to those who believe. [Jn. 14:16-17; Acts 1:8; Eph. 
1:13-14;] 

g. Christ is coming back again and He shall reign eternally. [Heb. 9:28; IThess. 1:9-10; lJn.3:l-3] 


CONCLUSION 


The foundation of the Christian Faith is laid on the truth that Jesus came, suffered, died, was buried, and was 
raised again to give eternal life to those who believe in Him and obey the truth. Through this Jesus, we enter into 
a new and personal life-transforming relationship with God. 

How truly have you been saved and transformed by this truth? Have others been saved and transformed through 
your obedience to this truth and your proclamation of the same? 

“And ye shall know the truth and the truth shall make you free ” [Jn. 8:32]. Amen.

INTRODUCTION 


“For whatsoever things were written aforetime were written for our learning, that we through 
patience and comfort of the scriptures might have hope. ” (Rom. 15:4) 

In this study we trust God to take us through the life of Abraham and help us to learn and understand 
how to live this life of faith. May we be blessed as we study in Jesus’ name. Amen. 


STUDY POINTS 


1. THE CALL OF ABRAHAM [v.8] 

By faith, and in obedience to the call of God, Abraham “went out not knowing whither he went ” 

> God’s call requires us to continually “go out ” of our self-reliance. Mention and discuss some 
other things from which we must go out [Gen. 12:1] 

> What practical lessons can we learn concerning God ’s guidance on various issues of life? [See 
also Prov. 3:5-6; Job 23:10; Isa. 42:16; Jer. 10:23] 

2. SOJOURNING IN THE LAND OF PROMISE [vv. 9-10, 13-16]. 

From the lifestyle of Abraham as a sojourner in a strange country, discuss the practical significance of 
the following to our life’s journey: 

> Building an altar unto the LORD [Gen. 12:7-8] 

> Dwelling in tents 

> Desiring a better country 


3. INHERITING THE PROMISE [Rom 4:16-22] 






Mention some of the promises of God we have in Christ Jesus 

From the example of Abraham, discuss the following as ways to also obtain the promises of God for 
your life: 

> Become “as good as dead” before God. [Heb. 11:12; v. 19] 

> Believe God, Who gives life to the dead (v. 17; 2Cor. 1:9) 

> Judge God faithful (Heb . 11:11) 

> Stagger not at the promise. . . giving glory to God. . . (vv. 20-22) 

> Faith and patient endurance (Heb. 6:12,15; 10:36) 


CONCLUSION 


We have seen a life of faith exemplified in Abraham, illustrating to us that to believe in God is to trust 
and obey Him. 

All the promises of God in Christ Jesus are assured for us, if our attitude of life will also be that of 
continual “ going out” of everything between us and God.

INTRODUCTION 


Our attention is now drawn to Abraham’s experience of famine in the land of promise and how he 
responded. We also want to glean helps from the Lord as we learn practical lessons from the 
married/family life of Abraham and Sarah May we be blessed in Jesus’ name. Amen. 


STUDY POINTS 


4. FAMINE IN THE LAND OF PROMISE 

a) Abram experienced famine in the land of promise. What are the various ways a believer can also 
experience “famine” even in the “land of promise ”? 


b) In those days, the natural response to famine was to go down into Egypt, because Egypt hardly 
experienced famine . Abram did likewise. 






Looking deeply into the experience of Abram in Gen. 12:10-20, discuss the practical implications of 
going down into Egypt in response to life ’s “famine” 


> Abram “went down”. {No altar} [v.10] 

> Sought to save his life [vv. 11-13]. Remember Matt. 16:25 . 

> Presented Sarai as his sister and not as his wife. How do you see this? 

> Exchanged “Sarai” for the good treatment of Pharaoh [v. 14-16] 

> Went up out of Egypt with “the maidservant ” 

How should we therefore respond to life’s famine? 

5. FAMILY LIFE OF ABRAHAM 

a) Discuss at least five practical lessons to learn from Abraham and Sarah as “ heirs together of the 
grace of life” [See also IPet. 3:5-7] 

b) From the following scriptures, how should we also raise godly seed, who shall be “ heirs with [us] 
of the same promise” (Heb. 1 1:9)? 

> Offer up your child(ren) unto the Lord [Gen. 22:9 (Heb. 11:17); ISam. 1:11,22,27-28] 

> “...teach them diligently...” [Deut 6:6-7; Eph. 6:4; Prov. 22:6; Gen. 18:19] 


CONCLUSION 


The journey of faith is not without trials and hard times. The Lord who has called knows about the 
“famine”, hold on to Him and you will find that the pastures shall be green again and the waters still 
again, in restoration of your soul. Amen. 

The Lord is seeking a godly seed (Mai. 2:15). Will He find you faithful to raise some? 


STUDY 10: UNDERSTANDING THE WILL OF GOD [1] 

TEXTS: Ephesians 1:11 

MEMORY VERSE: "Wherefore be ye not unwise, but understanding what the will of the Lord is. " 

(Ephesians 5:17) 


INTRODUCTION 


According to the Bible, “A man’s life does not consist in the abundance of the things he possesses.” 
(Luke 12:15). Therefore, the true measure of a man's success is not his social status or bank account, or 





his influence and fame. It is simply in doing God’s will. We cannot talk of “obedience to the faith” if 
we do not seek to renounce our will and be committed to doing God’s will in all our life (Acts 9:3-6). 
We trust God, in this lesson, to give us a clear understanding of what His will is, as revealed in the 
Bible; that with the help of the Holy Spirit, we may live out His will on a daily basis. 


STUDY POINTS 


1. God’s will and Man’s will. 

Discover from the following scriptures that God has a WILL and man also does: 

Eph. 1:11; 5:17; Matt 6:10; 7:21; James 1:18; James 4:13-15; Matt 26:39,42; ljohn 2:17; Mark 
3:35. 

2. What is God’s will for everyone? 

> That all be saved: Matt 18:14; 2Peter 3:9 

> That all be sanctified: John 17:17; IThess. 4:3; Heb 10:9-12 

> That we conform to the image of His Son: Rom. 8:28-29; Eph 4:13-15 

> Discover, also, from the following scriptures, God’s Will for us as believers: IThess. 
5:18; Matt 6:33,34; IPeter 4:12-16; IPeter 3:15-18; IPeter 2:13-15. 

3. What understanding should we have concerning God’s Will? 

> It is founded on the word of God: John 17:17; Eph 5:26; Psalms 119:9-11 

> It is revealed by the Holy Spirit: Deut. 29:29; Galatians 5:5,16; John 16:13; ICorinthians 2:9- 
10. Rom. 8: 26, 27. 

> God’s Will forus is the best: Isaiah 55:8-9; Jer. 29:11; Deut 30:15,16,19. 


CONCLUSION 


The WILL of God is ultimately the same for every person on earth- to be conformed to the image of 
His Son, the Lord Jesus Christ. God is infinitely more interested in making you to be in conformity 
with this WILL before directing you in the specifics of life. 


STUDY 11: DISCERNING THE WILL OF GOD 
TEXTS: Ephesians 1:11 

MEMORY VERSE: "Wherefore be ye not unwise, but understanding what the will of the Lord is. " 

(Ephesians 5:17) 


INTRODUCTION 






In our last study, the Lord gave us an understanding of what His will is: who He wants us to be and 
what He wants us to do. Through the illumination of the Holy Spirit, the will of God is already clearly 
revealed in Scriptures both in precepts and principles, in most areas about which we seek the will of 
God. 

We are now trusting God in this study to give us light on how to discern and ascertain the will and the 
mind of God in aspects of our lives about which we require specific guidance from the Lord. May we 
be greatly helped as we study, in Jesus' name. Amen. 


STUDY POINTS 


1. From the following scriptures (and with practical examples), briefly discuss the assurance of 
God's commitment to lead and guide us into His will: Ps. 23:1-3; 32:8; Isa 42:16; Jn. 16:13 

2. Does the state of our heart affect what we receive (or perceive) and how we interprete things? 

What then should be the right state of heart in order to correctly discern the will of God on 
various matters? [Ezek. 14:3-5, Luke 22:42]; [Jn. 14:1,27, Phil. 4:6-7, Ps. 37:7]; [Ps. 24:3-4] 

3. With biblical and practical insights, highlight and discuss how we can discern and ascertain the 
will of God in both small and great matters of life. See Prov. 3:5-6; Rom. 12:1-2; Heb. 8:10; 
Col. 3:16; ICor. 2:9-16; Heb. 5:14; IThess. 5:21; Phil. 4:8. 


CONCLUDING REMARKS 


1. It is God's perfect will that we know His will. Yield yourself to Him and believe that He will guide 
you as He has promised. 

2. Seek, by the grace of God, to bring your heart into such a state that it is not bent on any will of its 
own in regard to a given matter. Then, let not your heart be troubled or anxious, but let it be at rest 
in God. 

3. It is not just guidance you need, but a Faithful Guide. Therefore, develop an intimate relationship 
with Jesus through the Holy Spirit. Soak your heart and mind in the word of God and prayer. The 
Holy Spirit usually speaks to us from the written law of the word of God in our hearts and minds. 

4. As you walk with the Lord in obedience to His revealed will, your senses become sanctified and 
thus can be exercised to discern what is good and what is evil. 

5. The Lord expects us to prove and ascertain by our renewed mind that His will is good, acceptable 
and perfect. When thus proved, we are to hold it fast. 


STUDY 12: THE END TIME AND THE IMMINENT COMING OF CHRIST 
TEXTS: Matt 24:1-51 

MEMORY VERSE: "And the Lord direct your hearts into the love of God, and into the patient 
waiting for Christ. " (IThess 3:5) 





INTRODUCTION 


This study seeks to blow the trumpet in Zion : to revive those who are at ease in Zion, to awake the 
sleeping and the slumbering and to direct our hearts into the love of God, and into the patient waiting 
for Christ. May we be revived as we study, in Jesus' name. Amen. 


STUDY POINTS 


1. From our text, find out and discuss some of the signs of the end time, which are now a present 
reality in our own day. [vv. 4-5,11,24]; [vv. 6-7]; [v. 9]; [v. 12]; [v. 14]; [v. 15]. See also ITim 
4:1-3; IThess. 5:3{Dan. 8:25}; Ps. 74:3-4. 

2. The coming of the Lord is likened to the days of Noah and of Lot [Luke 17:26-36]. Discuss the 
insights and warning that Jesus is giving us from these illustrations. [IPet. 3:20-21; 2Pet. 2:5-8; 
Luke 13:23-24]; 2Tim. 2:4; ICor. 7:29-31 

3. How then must we prepare for the coming of the Lord? [Matt. 24:42,44; 25:13; Luke 21:34-36; 
IPet. 4:7]; [Matt. 24:45-46; Luke 19:13]; [Heb. 3:13; 10:25]; [Heb. 9:28; Tit. 2:13; 2Pet. 3:11- 
14]. 


CONCLUDING REMARKS 


1. This is the time of subtle and widespread deception. Therefore, take heed unto yourself and beware 
of false Christs and false prophets who claim to be specially anointed, so that you will not be 
deceived by their teachings, signs and lying wonders. 

2. Do not be entangled or encumbered with the affairs of this life and let not your heart be 
overcharged with surfeiting, drunkenness and the cares of this life, so that the day will not come 
upon you unawares. 

3. In view of the imminent coming of Christ, watch and pray, that you may be accounted worthy to 
escape the great tribulation and to stand before the Son of man. 

4. Be a good, wise and faithful steward of the manifold grace of God. Be faithfully occupied with 
what Jesus has committed into your hands until He comes. 

5. Exhort one another daily, while it is called "To day" and so much more, as you see the day 
approaching. 

6. Patiently wait and look for the blessed hope, and the appearing of the great God and our Saviour 
Jesus Christ, because "... unto them that look for him shall he appear again the second time 
without sin unto salvation" [Heb. 9:28]. 

7. He that endures unto the end shall be saved. Amen. 


STUDY 13: FELLOWSHIP OF SAINTS 


TEXTS: ljn. 1:1-7; Ps. 133:1-3; Acts 2:41-47 






MEMORY VERSE: “But if we walk in the light as He is in the light, we have fellowship with one 
another, and the blood of Jesus Christ His Son cleanses us from all sin. ” [1 John 1:7] 


INTRODUCTION 


The word fellowship is derived from the Greek word koinonia which means having in common and it 
involves sharing and participation. Children of God have fellowship because they have a common 
faith (Tit 1:4), common salvation (Jude 3), common holy calling (ICor. 1:9; 2Tim. 1:9), one Spirit, one 
body, one hope of calling, one Lord, one faith, one baptism, one God and Father of all (ICor. 12:13; 
Eph. 4:4-6), and one common enemy (IPeter 5:8). 

In this study we trust the Holy Spirit to open our eyes to see what fellowship really is, in obedience to 
the faith so that we may truly enjoy its benefits as God ordained it. Amen 


STUDY POINTS 


1. What understanding does lJn. 1:3-7 give us about true fellowship with God? [See also Heb. 
12:22-24; ICor 1:9; Eph. 5:8-10] 

2. In what ways do believers fellowship with God? Luke 6:12; 2Cor. 3:18; Phil. 3:10 

3. From the following scriptures, write out and discuss what fellowship of believers entails as 
practiced by the Early Church [Acts 2:41-47; Acts 1:14; Acts 4:32-35]. How can we also follow 
their examples in our days? 

4. Discuss the benefits of fellow shipping together from the following scriptures. [lJn. 1:7; [Prov. 
27:17; ISam. 23:16}; Gal. 6:1-2; James 5:16; [Mai 3:16; IThess. 5:11; Heb 3:13, 10:25}; Eph 
4:11-14, Ps 133:1-3] 

5. Iniquity breaks fellowship with God [See Ps. 94:20, 66:18; 2Cor. 6:14]. Divisions (factions and 
denominational spirit) and contentions are major hindrances to fellowship among believers [See 
ICor. 1:10-13]. Mention some other hindrances [Rom. 14:1-4; 3Jn. 9-10; Heb. 10:25] 


CONCLUSION 


True fellowship with other believers only exists as we maintain our fellowship with the Father and with 
His Son through the Holy Spirit. Since fellowship with God comes through Christ, in obedience to the 
gospel, it continues only as we continue in obedience to the truth of the gospel. Thus, there can be no 
true fellowship with those who do not abide in the doctrine of Christ (2John 9-11; Gal. 2:4-5). 

Are you walking in the light? Are you in fellowship with God? Are you trusting in Christ? Are we in 
fellowship with one another? Do you see others as vital parts of the Body of Christ, EACH ONE OF 
US, equally important to seeing the work of the Lord done here? Christian fellowship is more than 
attending “fellowship or Church”; it is being united with Christ in worshipping, loving, serving, caring, 
and sharing, for there the Lord commanded the blessing, even life forevermore . Amen. 


STUDY 14: THE BEATITUDES 






TEXTS: Matt 5: 1-12, Luke 6: 20-26 

MEMORY VERSE: “Then said Jesus to those Jews which believed on Him, If ye continue in My 
word, then are ye my disciples. And ye shall know the truth, and the truth shall make you free. ” 
[John 8: 31-32] 

INTRODUCTION 


Through mercy , some of God’s blessings may be passively received by both Christians and non- 
Christians (Matt. 5:45). But when it comes to issues of the kingdom, the Christian must, through grace, 
actively become in order to possess God’s blessings. Unlike mounts Gerizim and Ebal, on which 
blessings and curses of the law were expressed with same magnitude (Deut. 27:12), here, the curses are 
only implied, while the blessings are foregrounded, to invite us to Christ. But beyond this, we treat the 
Beatitudes seriously because they are the doctrines of Christ. 

In this study, we trust the Lord to open our eyes to the beatitudes as the virtues of the blessed Christian. 


STUDY POINTS 


1. a. What does it mean to be blessed? [Acts 3:26; Ps. 133:3b; Ps. 1:1-3]. 

b. [v. 3]. The general opinion is “Blessed are the rich”, but Jesus says otherwise [Luke 6:24], 
What does it mean to be poor in spirit and why does Jesus consider this as blessedness? [Luke 
18: 9-14; Rev. 3:17; Matt 18: 3-4; Luke 1:53; James 2:5]. 

c. [v. 4]. The world says “Blessed are the merry”, Christ says the opposite. What does it mean to 
mourn in this context? [Zech 12:10; II Cor. 7: 9-10; Ezek. 9: 4; Luke 19: 41-42]. 

2. a. [v. 5]. The world says “The domineering shall inherit the earth”; Christ says otherwise. What 
understanding do the following scriptures give us concerning meekness? [Num. 12: 2-7; Matt. 
11: 29; Titus 3:2; James 1:21, 3:13; Ps. 25:9]. 

b. [v. 6]. From the following scriptures, discuss “ hunger and thirst after righteousness” in our 
daily longing for Jesus and His kingdom and the assurance of being satisfied with Him [Ps. 42: 
1-3,8; 63:1-5; 73:25-26; Is. 26:9]; [Ps. 17:15; 107:9; Rev. 22:17], 

3. a. [v. 7].We are dealt with according to how we deal with others [Luke 6:35-38; James 2: 12-13; 
Prov. 21:13; Ps. 41:1]. In what ways then does the Lord require us to show mercy? 

b. [v. 8]. Lrom the following scriptures, discuss purity of heart and its challenges to Christians 
[Prov. 4:23; Phil. 4:8; Ps. 24: 3-4; Matt. 23: 25-28; Ps. 139: 23-24; Mark 7: 14-22; II Cor. 7:1; 
Heb. 12:14]. What doest it mean to see the Lord? [Ps 17: 15; II Cor. 3:18; I John 3:2-3]. 

4. a. [v.9]. Prom the following scriptures, discuss the practical ways in which the Christian can 
make peace [Rom. 5:1; Col. 3:15]; [Ps. 12: 17-19; Heb. 12:14-15; II Tim. 2:23-24; James 3: 17- 
18]. 

b. [vv. 10-12]. Why should the Christian rejoice upon persecution for the sake of righteousness? 
[John 15: 320-21; I Peter 4: 12-16; Acts 5:41; II Tim. 3:12], 





CONCLUSION 


The beatitudes are the blessed virtues of the Christian and the basic doctrines upon which the Christian 
life is founded. If you know these things, blessed [ holy and happy] are you if you do them. (Jn. 
13:17). 


STUDY 15: THE GOSPEL COMMISSION 
TEXTS: Matt. 28:18-20; Mark 16:15-20; Judges 5:15-24 

MEMORY VERSE: “And this gospel of the kingdom shall be preached in all the world for a 
witness unto all nations; and then shall the end come.’’'’ (Matt. 24:14) 


INTRODUCTION 


We now come to the very heart beat of Jesus, which is the work He has given us to do. The life and 
ministry of a disciple of Jesus is vitally connected to the Gospel Commission [Mark 3:13-15; Matt. 
28:18-20]. Paul says “...a dispensation of the gospel is committed unto me”. So also, through Christ, 
we have received grace and apostleship to preach and teach Jesus among all nations for obedience to 
the faith. [Rom. 1:5, 16:25-26]. 

The purpose of this study is to stir us up to practical obedience to this gospel command of Jesus. 


STUDY POINTS 


1 . a. “ And this gospel of the kingdom shall be preached ”. 

> What is this gospel ? [Col. 1:28; Rom. 1:16-18; Luke 24:46-47]. 

> Who are the ones to preach this gospel? [Mark 3:14-15; Rom. 10:13-15; Acts 13:2-3; 
Luke 24:48-49; Isa. 6:1-8; lJn. 1:1-2], 

b. “. . . all nations . . . ” 

What does this mean to you about God’s scope of His work and how does it enlarge your heart 
as you seek to live for Jesus? [Acts 1:8; Rom. 1:5; Rev. 7:9]. 

2. Are we in any danger if we fail to preach the gospel to the unsaved souls? [Esther 4:13-14; 
Ezek. 3:17-21; Acts 20:26-27; ICor. 9:16]. 

3. Discuss the important principles revealed in ICor. 9:15-27 and their practical applications. 

4. In connection to the call to preach the gospel, deeply observe the responses and attitudes of the 
people mentioned in Judges 5:15-24. What then should be your own attitude and response to the 
Gospel Commission? See also Mark 8:35; Acts 15:26, 20:24. 

CONCLUDING REMARKS 


1. The gospel is the good news of Jesus, and it is the power of God to save those who believe in 
Him. This gospel is the one and only hope of the unsaved souls. 







2. Your obedience to Jesus’ command starts where you are right now, but it does not end there. 
Pray and think also about all nations and surrender yourself to Jesus to train and send you to 
wherever He wills. 

3. Let nothing of the affairs of this life hinder you from responding to the call of Jesus, but be in 
the number of those who will jeopardize and hazard their lives for the sake of Jesus and the 
gospel. 

4. "... and who knows whether you have come to the [Kingdom of God] for such a time as this ” 
when the Lord is saying " whom shall I send, and who will go for us ”? 


STUDY 16: CHRISTIAN PERSECUTION 
TEXTS: Matt. 5:10-12; IPet. 4:12-16 

MEMORY VERSE: “ Yea, and all that will live godly in Christ Jesus shall suffer persecution ” 

[2Tim. 3:12] 


INTRODUCTION 


Christ Himself suffered persecution as many efforts were made to silence Him by force (Luke 4:29) 
and cunning counsel (Matt 22:15). His arrest, trials, and crucifixion are supreme instances of 
persecution. Christ also forewarned His disciples that they would suffer persecution as He did (John 
15:20). 

What is Christian Persecution? Why is the Christian persecuted? What does it accomplish? How 
should we respond to it? These are the blessed truths we trust the Holy Spirit to reveal to us in this 
study and beyond. May we be blessed as we study, in Jesus’ name. Amen. 


STUDY POINTS 


1. From our text, and with practical examples, discuss Christian Persecution: what it is and what it 
is not. 

2. The Christian is appointed to suffer persecution in this world [See IThess. 3:3-4; 2Tim. 3:12; 
Mark 10:29-30; Phil 1:29]. Why is this so [John 15:18-20, 17:14; Matt. 10:16; lJohn3:13]? 

3. How does persecution accomplish the purpose of God in us and through us? [IPet. 4:1-2; Phil. 
3:10; Acts 8:1,4; 2Cor. 4:17; IPet. 1:7] 

4. How then should the Christian see and respond to persecution [IPet. 2:21-23; [Matt. 5:12; IPet. 
4:12-14; Acts 5:41}; [Rom. 12:14; Matt. 5:44; Acts 7:59-60}; [IThess. 1:4; 2Tim. 3:11}; Matt. 
10:23] 


CONCLUDING REMARKS 






1. Persecution in one form or the other is inevitable for the Christian because he does not belong to 
this world any longer. God uses this to accomplish His Own glorious purpose of conforming us 
to His Son and to spread the gospel abroad 

2. In living for Jesus, you must never incite or invite undue suffering for yourself, as a result of 
wrong doing. However, you must be willing to suffer for the sake of Jesus, seeing it is a great 
privilege to be counted worthy of such honour. 

3. Our response to persecution must be like that of Jesus and the Early Christians. 

4. We need to comfort and encourage one another in order to stand firm in the face of persecution. 

STUDY 17: LOVE-THE FULLNESS OF GOD 
TEXTS: Matt 22:37-40; ljohn 4:7-21; ICor. 13:1-13 

MEMORY VERSE: “And to know the love of Christ, which passeth knowledge, that ye might be 
filled with all the fullness of God ” [Eph. 3:19] 


INTRODUCTION 

Everything about the love of God the Father is seen in the Person of Jesus Christ, “for in Him dwelleth 
all the fullness of the Godhead bodily ” (Col. 2:9). The Body of Christ on earth can thus partake of this 
fullness of God, in an ever-increasing measure as we know and experience the love of God and as we 
demonstrate it to others. 

Through this study, we pray that we shall be enabled to “know the love of Christ, which passeth 
knowledge, that [we] might be filled with all the fullness of God”. Amen.

INTRODUCTION 


The 
Christian must never be ignorant of the fact that he is in the midst of battle against unseen powers of 
darkness, whose aim is to steal, to kill and to destroy. 

This study seeks to open our eyes to the provisions of grace and how to appropriate them in order to 
live a victorious Christian life.

In truth, the warfare has been accomplished, Satan has fallen [Luke 10:18], the Lion of the tribe of 
Judah has prevailed [Rev. 5:5] and has won the victory for us. It is in this confidence that we must 
therefore “be strong in the Lord and in the power of His might ” and “put on the Lord Jesus Christ 
and make not provisions for the flesh to fulfill the lusts thereof ’ by putting on His whole armour to 
stand against the wiles of the devil, and having done all, to stand. Jesus says “To him that overcometh 
will I grant to sit with me in My, even as I also overcame...” [Rev. 3:21]. Amen. 






STUDY 19: OVERCOMING TEMPTATIONS AND BESETTING SINS 


TEXTS: Gen. 3:1-6; Matt 4:1-11; Heb. 12:1-2 

MEMORY VERSE: “ And lead us not into temptation but deliver us from the evil ” [Matt 6:13] 


INTRODUCTION 


Temptation is the stimulation of the desire or craving for something which is sinful or against the will 
of God. Irrespective of position, age or anointing, we are bound to be faced with temptations 
throughout life. Jesus was tempted, even to the point of His last breath (Matt. 4:3, 26:39). The same 
will be true for us. However, temptation to sin should not be confused with tests and trials that God 
brings our way in order to strengthen our faith and perfect our character but never with the intent of 
leading us to sin (See Gen. 22:1; James 1:2-3,12). 

God has made adequate provisions for the Christian to overcome all temptations and besetting sins. We 
therefore trust the Holy Spirit to open our eyes to the deceptive strategies of the tempter, and how we 
can live victoriously. 


STUDY POINTS

the devil use to tempt God’s chosen ones. [Gen. 3:1, 4-6]; [Matt. 4:3, 6, 8-9]. How then is a man 
tempted?
